POD SD nels,and created by the word of God, which 
word was made Fleſh and dwelt amongſt us ; which word 
was life, and that life the light of men, 1 oh 2. this light is 
taken tobe that pure ſpirit in man, which we call Reaſon, which 
diſcuſſeth things right, and refleteth, which we call conſci- 
ence ; from all which there iſſued out that golden rule or law, 
which we call equity : the ſumme of which 1s, faith Jeſus, 
whatſoever yee would that men ſhould doe to you, doe to them, 
this ts the Law and the Prophets ; and Fames cals it the royall 
Law,and to live from this principle is call'd a good conſcience; 
and the creature Man was priviledged with being Lord over 
other inferior creaturs,but not over his own kinde;for all men 
being a like priviledged by birth, ſo all men were to enjoy the 
creatures alike without propriety, one more then the other, 
all me by the grant of God are alike free, and every man 
individuall,that is to ſay, no man was to Lord or command o- 
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ver his own kinde: neither to encloſe the creatures to his 
own uſe, to the impoveriſhing of his neighbours , ſee. the 
Charter, 1 Ges. from 26. ver/. to the end of the Chapt: and 
ſee the renewing of the Charter to Noah and his ſons, Gey. 9.- 
from the 1. wver/. to the 18. - 

But man following his own ſenſuality, became a deyourer 
of the creatures, = an incloſer, not content that another 
ſhould enjoy the ſame priviledge as himſelf, but incloſeth all ' 
from his Brother; fo that all che Land, Trees, Beaſts, Fiſh, 
Fowle, &%. areincloſed into a few mercinary hands; and all 
the reſt deprived and made their ſlaves , ſo thar if they cut a 
Tree for fire they are to be puniſhed, or hunt a fowle -it is im- 
priſonment, becauſe it is gentlemens game, as they fay ; nei- 
ther muſt they keep Cattle, or ſet up a Houſe, all ground being 
incloſed, withouthiring leave for the one, or buying room foc 
the other, of the chiefe incloſer, called the Lord of the Mannor, 
or ſome other wretch as cryell as he, and all. muſt be ſummo- 
nedto a Court Leet, there to acknowledge Fealty and Ser- 
vice, and that with oathes, if required, (at leaſt wiſe, if Jury- 
men) to their Tyrant, called Lord of the Mannor; as if a Te- | 
nant admitted, if Coppy-holder, he muft take an Oath ro be- 
come a:true Tenant; rather Slave, as afore ſaid ; now all this 
Slavery of the one, and Tyrany of the other, was at firſt by 
murther and-cruelty one againſt the other; and that they might 
ſtrengthen themſelves in their villany againſt Gods ordinances 
and their Brothers freedomes and rights ; They had alwayes . 
a Commander in chiefe, which was the moſt blindeſt and de- 
ſperateſts wretch, and he was their chiefe and head, as Nime- 
rod, and he became their King ; ſo that I dare make plainely 
appear by Scripture and Reaſon, that Kings were not of Gods 
inſtitution at firſt, but it aroſe from the Heathens, v:z. thoſe _ 
that lived after their own beaſtly luſts: and when 1/7ae/ 
would have a King, their onely ground was to be like other 
Nations ; and God told Szmzel, ſaying, they have not caſt off 
or rez<Red thee, but me; that 1 ſhould not reigne over them. 
Read the whole 8. Chapter of the 7 of Sawzel, &c. where ob- 
ſerve the Slavery that the people are in that have a King,and a- 
mongl? the whole Catalogue obſerve the Tenth of Stocks,&c. 
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' and ſee the 12. Chapter from the 16. verſe forward, what 
judgments God ſent in their Harveſt for asking a King,and af- 
terwards obſerve what miſery befell, for they were in conti- 
nuall Wars abroad, .and art laſt divided into diviſions, and had 
two Kings: Then what woful civil Wars and murthering 
one another for the Kingdom : I refer you to the whole book 
of Kings to juzg ; do but read that of their firſt King eAbi- 
melecks cruelty, which was Gidions baſtard, Judges $. 21. 
read the 9. of Fxdges, &c. there he kils his brother with a 
company of light fellows;and as Kings are the root of Tyrany, 
ſo likewiſe they were the firſt that brought in wars, ſee Ger. 
14. for their greatneſs muſt be upheld with murther and.cru- 
elty, as aforeſaid, in ſo much,that in Reve/.13. mention is made 
of an ugly beaſt, with ſeven heads, and ten horns, which horns 
did perſecute the Saints :. now-in Revel. 17. horns are there 
declared to be Kings, ſo that Kings are of the Beaſt, which is 
a power that-makes all ſubje& ro it, bur only the Saints, &c. 
Revel. 13. and 7. And faith the Scripture, the Beaſt hath 
its power from the Dragon, Revel. 13. and 4. and the Dra- 
g0n in Revel 20, and 2. is the Devil and Satan, ſo that ir is 
plain, that Kings are of the Beaſt, and the Beaſt is of the De- 
vil ; and it isas plain, they that'worthip the King,worſhip the 
Beaſt, and they that worſhip the Beaſt, worſhip the Devil, 
Revel.13, and 4. verſ. Now let us a little behold our Engliſh 
Powers, all that which is called Magiſtracie is from the Kings 
Pattent, and his is from the Devil ; for the Kings Predeceſſors, 
the outlandiſh baſtard 7/3/;am, came to be King by Conqueſt 
and murther, now murtherers are, ſaith 7eſz#s, the Devils chil- 
dren, for faith he, the Divel was a murtherer from the begin- 
ning, and he abode not in the Truth : now Kingsare utterly 
againſt the truth, and perſecutors of the Saints; for ſaith 7e- 
{#s, they ſhall bring you before Kings, ſo that Kings are ene- 
mies unto the kingdom of Chriſt. 
Secondly, Behold now from licence or grant,comes all aur 
inclouſures and tradings,as priviledge to buy and ſell,andro en- 
| joy,occupy and poſſeſs lands;it'is from taking the beaſts mark : 
now obſerve the rich poſſeflors, incroachers;incloſers, {ee your 
holdings, your Pattents, and Charters,and Licence is from the 
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King, and all tenures and holding of lands is from your King, 


yea all Writings, Indentures, Bonds, Leaſes, &c. is in the 
name and authority of him ; nay your money is not lawfull, 
ifir be not the Kings coyn, and his picture and ſuperſcription 
on it, | 

-So that obſerve, the King is made by you your God on 
earth, as God is the God of heaven, faith your Lawyers : 
therefore all Laws, Writs, Summons, Warrants, Patents, 
&c. muſt be in his name; nay, the Parliament will ſfet- 
tle nothing without him; yea all Honours muſt be from 
him. Now then mark if this be not all from the Dragon : 
and the Prieſts to verifie this, ſaith in their thing called Prayer, 
he is ſupreme head of their Church, Eccleſialtical as Civil,next 
ander thee and thy. Chriſt, ſo that he is their third perſon 
of their Trinity, and ſo their God, Defendor of their faith. 
Now here is the blaſphemy in Reve/.13. verſe 5. Andin the 
Scottiſh Covenant, one Article of their Religion is concern- 
' ning his ſacred Majeſty, &c. and Kings are the only chief up- 
holders of Babylon : ſee how they weep at her downfall, Rev. 
18. when buying and ſelling ceaſeth, 8c. 

Now friends, what have we to do with any of theſe unfruit- 
ful works of darkneſs? Ler us take Peters advice, I Per. 4.3. 
T he time paſt of onr life may ſuffice that we have Wrought the 
will of the Gentiles, When we walked in laſcivious luſts, exceſs 
of wine, revellings,; bauquetting,'and abominable idolatry. And 
let us not receive the Beaſts mark, leaſt that the doom in Rev, 
14.9, 10. befall none of us : but let us. oppoſe the Beaſtly 
powers, and follow the Lamb whicherſoever he goeth. 


Now here is the chief ground why wicked men ſtand fo , 


fora King; it is co uphold all their confuſed cruelties and in- 
ceſts as aforeſaid : and herein upholding him, they uphold that 
power that ſet him up, (by our Saviours rule) and by juſtifying 
him, they juſtifie that power that ſet him a work in all his cy- 
' ranny; and they and the Parliament in treating with him, 
treat with him that authoriſed him ; and in receiving him, re- 
ceiveth him that ſer him on work, that is to ſay the Devil. Then 
ſee how we are cheated. | 


Now the enlightened Saints are commanded to abandon 
the 
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the unfruitfull works of darknelfs But all this power afore- 
faid is, 1. of darkneſſe ; therefore to be reſifted, 

2, Chriſt hath called the Saints to light ; therefore they 


_ are to walk as children of light. 


3. The Saints are to have no fellowſhip with Belza/ : but 
the power aforeſaid is of Belial, therefore have nv fellowſhip 
with it. - 

4. he ſaid power is to be reſiſted : and fee the promiſe, for 
faith Zames, Reſiſt the Devil, and he will flee from you. And 
this we have experience of, that whenſoever the Kings power 
was manfully reſiſted, he fled from the reſiſters, 

And therefore thoſe called the Levellers, their principles to 
free all alike out of ſlavery, are moſt juſt and honeſt in refe- 
rence to the matter of freedome : for it is the end of the re- 


. demption. by Jeſus, to reſtore all things. 


And to do this, the remoyall of the Kingly power will be a 


main forwardnefle : and indeed the Kingly power is the be- 


ing of Tyranny ; for ifno King, no Lord, no Patent , &c, 
2, If the execution of Lawes were not in hisname, as all Afſ- 
ſurances, Writs, Commiſſions, Patents, Warrants, &c. then 
_ {ſhould down if he would , for any.uſe or need they had 
of him, | 

Therefore rich men cry for a King, becauſe the poor ſhould 
not claim his right, that is his by Gods gift. 

2. The horſleech Lawyer cryes for a King, becauſe elſe the 
ſypream power will come into the' peoples Repreſentatives 
lawfully eleRed, and ſo all Trials would be done in the coun- 
try, in every Town, &c. by the ſame Neighbourhood , and fo 
the Law would no more be bought nor ſold, and then farewel 
caterpiller-Lawyer, 

2. The things, Lord, Barons, &c. cry for a King , elſe their 
tyranical Houſe of Peers fals down, and all their rotten ho- 


- nour, aad all Parents and Corporations,ti:eir power being de-- 


rived from him, if he go down, all their tyranny fals coo. The 
like of Lord of Manors, Gentlemen, 8c. belides che Pricſts 
of all men mult cry for a King ; for by his power and oppret- 
ſing Courts, all his Judges, Juſtices, &c. and himiclt coo 1s 
their ſworn creature,and they are the Prieſts pack- hories thar 
carry. 
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carry the whore of Babylons ware about, and they want bat 
bels about their neck, they may be the better heard, 8&c. Now 
if the King goe down, what will become of the Prieſts ware 
thinke you ? and Tythes goes down. 

The like of all baſe Conventions of men of what kinde ſo- 
ever. But now the honeſt man that would have liberty, cries 
down all intereſts whatſoever, and to this end, he deſires - 
common right and equity, which conſiſts of theſe-particulars 
following. 

I. Ajuſt portion for cach man to live, that ſo none need 
ro begge or ſtcal for want, but every one may live com- 
fortably. | 

2. AjuſtRule for each man to go by, which Rule is to be 
found in Scripture. 

3. All menalike under the ſaid Rule, which-Rule is, To do 
to another as another ſhould do to him : So that eye for eye, 
rooth for tooth, hand for hand, &c, and ifany one ſtole, to 
reſtore double, &c. 

4. The government to be by Judges, called Elders , men 
fearing God,and hating covetouſneſs ; Thoſe to be choſen by 
the people, andto end all controverſies in every Town and 
Hamlet, without any other or further trouble or charge. 

And inthe Scriptures. the Iſraelites Common-wealth, is an 
excellent pattern, if led up to thatin Gez. 1. and Gen. 9. men- 
tioned in the beginning. 

Now in 1ſracl, if a man were poor, then a publike 'main- 
tenance and ſtock was to be provided to raiſe him again - So 

. would all Biſhops-lands, Forreſt-lands, and Crown-lands do 
in our Land , which the apoltate Parliament give one to 

another, and to maintain the needlefle thing called a King. 
And every ſeven years the whole Land was for the poor, the 
fatherleſs, widows and ſtrangers, and at every crop a portion 
allowed them. 

* Mark this, poor people, what the Levellers would do for 
you. Oh why are you ſo mad as to cry upa King? It is he and 
his Court and Parentce-men, as Majors, Aldermen , and ſuch 
creatures, that like Cormorants devoure what you ſhould eq- 
joy, and ſer up Whipping-poſts and a ao to 

enſlave 
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enſlave you. Tis rich men that oppeſs you, faith James. . 
| Nowin this right Common: wealth, he that had leaſt had 
no want : therefore the Scripture call them a. Family, and 
houſhold of Iſrael. And in the 2. of the A&#s, amonglt thoſe 
that received the Goſpel, they were gathered into a family 
and had all things common ; yet ſo, that each one was to la- 
bour and ear his own bread. And this is equity, as aforeſaid : 
_ for it is not lawful, nor fit for ſome to work, and the other 
to play ; forit is Gods command, that all work, let all cat : 
and if all work alike, it is not fit for all to eat alike, have alike, 
and enjoy alike priviledges and freedoms ? And he that did 
not like this, is not fit to live in a Common-wealth. See 
Gen, 9. And therefore weep and howl, ye rich:men, by 
what vain name or title ſoever, God will viſit you forall 
your oppreſſions ; you live on other mens |abours, and give 
them their bran to eat, extorting extreme rents and taxes on 
your fellow-creatures. Burt now what will you do? forthe 
People will no longer be enflaved by you, for the knowledg 
of the Lord ſhall enlighten them, &c. Ts 


 Andnow (according to our knowledg, ) we ſhall diſcover 
_ pedegree from your King to your Gentleman, and it is 

thus : 
__ Wrilliamthe Baſtard ſonne of Robert Duke of Normandy, 
with a mighty Army of his fellow-Tyrants,and Theeves, and 
Robbers, enters S-ſſex , kils the Inhabicancs, the Brittarns, 
and their King, that were inan Army to withſtand his cruel- 
ty and defend their rights, robs and deſtroys all places and 
perſons at his pleaſure , ſetleth Garriſons of Normans to en- 
flave the Brittains, takes all Land, and cauſeth them to hold. ir 
by Copyhold, to pay fines and harets at his pleaſure, &c- 
Ir' 1s too tedious to relate all Polls, Tolls, Taxes, &c. that he

 Buramongſt all unnaturall, unreaſonable, tyrannicall and 
cruel Laws he made,as that of Curfur,of Felony, That the childe 
muſt ſuffer for the Father, &c.

the King can dono wrong ; that he is a God on earth, as God 
is God in Heaven, and that he is the life of the Law; all 
Writs, Warrants, Commiſſions, &c. His name pives the 
beeing to them; thar he is the fountain of our honour and ma- 


gibeny : yea, and that he is ſupreme head, Ecclefiaſticall and 


ivil; alſo that he is to be accountable to none but God, and 
all this the better to hide their tyrany ; for they being all from 


him, and all their Commiſſions ; if you queſtion them, then 


you muſt queſtion him from whom their power was derived ; 
box they fay, he is not to be accountable, &c. ſo that by this 
-means they uphold all cheir Tyranny ; and there ts no way, but 
to take down the Kingly power and then they will down too, 
and not before : Now theſe Lawyers are the Eys of the Beaſt, 
for the twelve Judges fit in the tyranicall Houſe of Peers, ano- 
ther ſort of the Kingly creatures to adviſe themyn all tyranny, 
and how to keep the Norman yoake about the peoples necks. 

The next thing to ſhew is from whence came our Nobi- 
lity and Gentry, even from that outlandiſh Norman Baſtard, 
who firſt being his Servants and under Tyrants; ſecondly, 
their riſe was by cruell murther, and thefr, by the Conqueſt ; 
thirdly, their riſe was the Countries ruine, and the putting 
them down will be the reſtitution of our rights againe ; theſe 
are called Dukes, Earls, Barons, Marqueſle, Lords, &c.

and by all theſe and a _rhouſand rricks more they doe but 


mould thee to ſlavery this five, hundred yeares and more and 
by this means the Xing and his Creatures ride thee: in thy 
Eſtates, and Perſons, and Labours, _ 

And the Prieſts over. thy, Conſcience and ſoule, and keeps 
thee in all ignorance andmalice;and for ſo.doing thy Prieſts are 
thy Princes, and beare rule, and for their ſo bewitching thee, 
they come by their Impropriations and fat Benefits; and it is 
for thoſe fat Benefits that makes them turn changelings, either 
ro King or Parliament, which will beſt furniſh their kirching. 
Therefore ſhake off thoſe locuſts and be no more deluded by 
them, bur hearken to the voice of God in the Scriptures, and 
his Saints,and pay no more Tithes to thoſe Prieſts, nay caſt off 
thoſe abominable deceivers. |

throw down the King, and bring his perſon to: his anſwer - 
theſe Patents and Charters is the main wheele and prop that 
upholds theKings tryrany ; for by this means the Prerogative 
people,ſ{trives to.uphold the King and Lords intereſts, to ger 
favours of them, to hold up their own knavery and deceit;and 
doth chooſe ſuch Burgeſſes for the Parliament, as will be for

Qur fore-fathers the Brittains, being altogether in ſlavery, 
did riſe in many parts,and would not endure the ſlavery afore- 
faid ; then the tyrant and his brood, not able to overcome, 


orants a Parliament as followeth ; the People to parly, treat; 


ox declare their mind : to this end, to chuſe men to treat 
;followeth, 1. The Freeholders in every County to chooſe 
wo, which ſhould be called Knights for the County ; and his 
Patentee Towns, each to chooſe two more, whichſhould be 
called Burgefſes, and thoſe ſhould fit for the Country,and be 
cal'd a Houſe of Commons;and have a firmative voice,to affirm 
what they would have done,and the major part to carry it. 
| 2. Provided, that he would have a Houſe of Peers to ſit for 
him from his Prerogative without EleRion;by his Patent;and 
thoſe to have a Negative voice to thwart the Commons if they 
leaſe, and if- they aſſented to the Commons, then it ſhould 
be an Ordinance; if they did not, then all the Commons did 
ſhould be null; and if the Commons and Lord , or the moſt 
part did aſſent, then the King to have a Negative voice; and 
no Laws to be made, or repealed without his conſent; and if 
he conſented to it, then it ſhould be an AR, and no other- 


wiſe. 
3. Before any fitting to Vote, they are to take theſe Oaths 


as followeth, 

I. Thar he 1; their lawfull King : 2. They will not altee 
the Government as it now ſtands : 3. And they will not de- 
prive his Succeſfor : andin King Henry the eights time, when 
they came to be Pricft-ridden, that he is the Head of the 
Church, Ecclcfiaſticall and Civil, Supreme head, &c. Defen- 
der of the Faith, and ſich blaſphemes : atid theſe oathes, as it 
1s manifcſt, they have ever fince raken. 

Now obſerve our worthy Parliament, firſt the King is too 
hard for the people to cheat chem : for firſt , the greater 
number of the Commons are choſen by his Parentee Burgeſles, 
Major & Aldermen : and the County, but two in a County and 
thoſe the Freeholders, which had rheir freedome of the Nar- 
mans, andall the people elſe ſhut by from choofing , and if 
2, {he King hath a Houle of Patenree Lords, to balance them 


with their Negative voice.

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3. The King hath a Negative yoice , aud that is the third 
State to Baſlance them himſelf. : 
| 4. Inthe Houſe of Commons it ſelf, the King hath the big- 
eſt part, even neertwo to one for moſt, all the Burgeſſes be 
for him, and the major part carrying it by voice, Now what 
is this but a meer cheat, and obſerve all the Cronicles from 
Baſtard 3/;am, to Charles, and upwards, and fince, and it 
will appear that Kings got more by creaties, then ever their 
Sword could have done , and kept it longer, becauſe now 
their tyranny was ſerled by a Law, and the people ſworn 
ro thoſe Laws;they thinking they have gained freedome when 
indeed they have given away their freedome by their Parlia- 
ments. as aforeſaid : and now we ſee, had not God moved 
this Army to prevent this Treaty, this Parliament had utterly 
cheated and betrayed us into our implacable enemies liands a- 
92in;and had ſertled the whole Norman power again over us, 
notwithſtanding all this lighe to the contrary, Treaſure ſpent, 
Bloodſhed, &c. Beſides the many Oaches che Commons took 
to free us ; ſo that Charles had like ro be ſet up in his ty- 
rannicall Power again; but now bleſſed be God, the Net is 
broke,and we are eſcaped. And for all our tyranny the Priefts 
are our Inchanters,and thoſe that preached ic up for their own 
bellies ſakes. | 
Now King, Lords, Commons, three States, as ic hath been 
ealled the litcle Horne(as I conceive) in Dariel the ſeventh; 
for it alcereth from all other tyranicall Powers in the world 
whatever : ſecondly, the King is head of their Church, as a- 
forefaid : thirdly, they alter one tyranicall way and ſer up an- 
other : and can make up a thing called Religion by one Pariia- 
ment and throw it down the next Parliament, and {ct up ano- 
ther ; ſo here is changing times, &c. and trampling under feer. 
And che baſe Prieſts,the Eccleſiaſtical State preacheth all thoie 


Powers and Conſtitutions to be Fare divine. O wretches,
